A classic political battle 
between small town and city 
Anally ended shortly before 
midnight Monday in the State 
capital. 
Victims at the end were the 
proposed 223rd District court 
for Jones County. 
A 
joint 
House-Senate 
conference committee, after 
a day and night stalemate, 
brought Jones County court 
from an Omnibus Courts Bill 
60 minutes before the end of 
the 64th Legislature. 
By dropping Jones County, 
the committee saved more 
than 20 additional courts and 
hurried the bill to the House 
for quick approval before 
final adjournment. 
R epresentative 
E lm er 


Martin led the fight for the 
Jones County court, spon­ 
soring the legislation that 
originated in the House, 
where it was passed 113-4. 
And it was Martin who in 
the late night 
conference 
c o m m i t t e e 
s e s s i o n 
repeatedly held the House 
support together to keep 
Jones County court alive with 
repeated deadlock votes 
O rg a n iz in g 
o p p o sitio n 
were Senators Grant Jones of 
Abilene, P ete Snelson of 
Midland, and Jack Ogg of 
Houston. 
Joining hands with Martin 
at the forefront of the effort to 
keep Jones County in the 
court bill was Representative 
W. 
S. 
(Bill) 
H eatly 
of 


Paducah, chairm an of the 
House 
Judicial 
A ffairs 
Committee and chairman of 
the Conference Committee 
Jones 
and 
the 
other 
Senators walked the House 
floor during the afternoon 
and night contacting House 
m em bers in an effort to stir 
up opposition to keeping the 
Jones District court in the 
bill. 
It was only after Senator 
Ogg, with the support of the 
other S enators, proposed 
including Jones County with 
other 
counties 
in 
a 
new 
d istric t 
court 
that 
the 
stalem ate was broken 
Representative Martin and 
Heady repeatedly told the 
committee they would not be 


a party to “switching rural 
counties and small 
towns 
from one court to another in 
the middle of the night.” 
P ressu re 
turned 
to 
R epresentative M artin to 
withdraw Jones County to 
save all of the other courts. 
But he refused. 
But finally, with numerous 
courts 
in 
San 
Antonio, 
Houston, 
Fort 
Worth and 
other cities hanging in the 
balance, the committee voted 
to drop Jones. 
However, the action was to 
no avail. 
A point of order a short 
time later in the Senate killed 
the bill as time ran out and 
the Senate adjourned sine-die 
betore the Senate could vote.

And What Have You

Apparently, the City of Hamlin is 
finally on its way to solving its 
Wastewater Treatment Problems 
now that it has received word from 
Austin that its $200,936 grant has 
been approved for the construction 
of a new sewage system This is a 
problem that the city has been 
working on since 1971. 
But in the years ahead the City of 
Hamlin, like cities all across the 
country, will be facing the problem 
of what to do with its solid waste 
How’ much longer the city can find 
land to least' or buy to bury its 
trash is a question for which no one 
has a ready answer 
Cong. Omar Burleson discusses 
this problem in his newsletter this 
week and points out that in the 
past four or five decades the 
amount of solid waste discarded 
per person in this country has 
doubled Collections of throw-away 
stuff amounts to more than 225 
million tons per year with disposal 
costs of more than $5 billion an­ 
nually. 
The National League of C ities 
reports that about half our towns 
and cities will run out of current 
disposal capacity in from two to 
five years. 
And 
Hamlin 
will 
probably be one of those cities 
looking for a place to poke its trash 
within that time frame. 
Not only is the problem of where 
to put the trash a grow ing one but 
at the same time this increase in 
the volume of materials entering 
the solid waste stream 
has a 
potentially serious drain on our 
national resources 
According to 
the newsletter, the ll. S Geological 
Survey has warned that by 1985 our 
Nation will bt* dependent on foreign 
imports for more than one-half of 
its 
supply 
of 
nine 
basic 
raw 
materials. 
Otherwords, not only can we not 
find any place to dump all this 
trash, but at the same time we 
cannot afford to continue to throw 
this much of our raw materials 
away. Apparently, the only answer 
is to recycle our trash but the 
problem here is that it is still 
cheaper to use new material than it 
is recycle. According to statistics 
we recycle only 19 percent of all 
w astepaper, 
18 
percent 
of 
aluminum, five percent of glass 
and four percent of textiles 
And instead of recycling more 
and more of our wastes we are 
recycling less and less, according 
to reports. And this is not likely to 
change until 
the governm ent 
changes a number of its policies 
which includes freight rates that 
favor the use of virgin materials. 
The government will have to offer 
some form of tax incentives to 
business not only for new recycling

A classic political battle 
between small town and city 
finally ended shortly before 
midnight Monday in the State 
capital. 
Victims at the end were the 
proposed 223rd District court 
for Jones County.

House-Senate 
conference committee, after 
a day and night stalemate, 
brought Jones County court 
from an Omnibus Courts Bill 
60 minutes before the end of 
the 64th Legislature. 
By dropping Jones County, 
the committee saved more 
than 20 additional courts and 
hurried the bill to the House 
for quick approval 
before 
final adjournment 
Representative 
Elm er 


Martin led the fight for the 
Jones County court, spon­ 
soring the legislation that 
originated in the House, 
where it was passed 113-4. 
And it was Martin who in 
the 
late 
night 
conference 
c o m m i t t e e 
s e s s i o n 
repeatedly held the House 
support together to keep 
Jones County court alive with 
repeated deadlock votes 
O rganizing 
opposition 
were Senators Grant Jones ot 
Abilene, Pete Snelson of 
Midland, and Jack Ogg of 
Houston. 
Joining hands with Martin 
at the forefront of the effort to 
keep Jones County in the 
court bill was Representative 
W. 
S. 
(B ill) 
Heatly 
of 


Paducah, chairman of the 
House 
Judicial 
Affairs 
Committee and chairman of 
the Conference Committee 
Jones 
and 
the

Senators walked the House 
floor during the afternoon 
and night contacting House 
members in an effort to stir 
up opposition to keeping the 
Jones District court in the 
bill. 
It was only after Senator 
Ogg, with the support of the 
other Senators, proposed 
including Jones County with 
other

district 
court 
that 
the 
stalemate was broken 
Representative Martin and 
Heatly repeatedly told the 
committee they would not be 


a party to “switching rural 
counties and small 
towns 
from one court to another in 
the middle of the night.” 
Pressure 
turned 
to 
Representative Martin to 
withdraw Jones County to

And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


Apparently, the City of Hamlin is 
finally on its way to solving its 
Wastewater Treatment Problems 
now that it has received word from 
Austin that its $200,936 grant has 
been approved for the construction 
of a new sewage system. This is a 
problem that the city has been 
working on since 1971. 
But in the years ahead the City of 
Hamlin, like cities all across the 
country, will be facing the problem 
of what to do with its solid waste. 
How much longer the city can find 
land to lease or buy to bury its 
trash is a question for which no one 
has a ready answer. 
Cong. Omar Burleson discusses 
this problem in his newsletter this 
week and points out that in the 
past four or five decades the 
amount of solid waste discarded 
per person in this country has 
doubled. Collections of throw-away 
stuff amounts to more than 225 
million tons per year with disposal 
costs of more than $5 billion an­ 
nually. 
The National League of Cities 
reports that about half our towns 
and cities will run out of current 
disposal capacity in from two to 
five years. 
And 
Hamlin 
will 
probably be one of those cities 
looking for a place to poke its trash 
within that time frame. 
Not only is the problem of w here 
to put the trash a growing one bet 
at the same time this increase in 
the volume of materials entering 
the solid waste stream has a 
potentially serious drain on our 
national resources. According to 
the newsletter, the U. S. Geological 
Survey has warned that by 1985 our 
Nation wall be dependent on foreign 
imports for more than one-half of 
its 
supply 
of nine 
basic 
raw 
materials. 
Other words, not only can we not 
find any place to dump all this 
trash, but at the same time we 
cannot afford to continue to throw 
this much of our raw materials 
away. Apparently, the only answer 
is to recycle our trash but the 
problem here is that it is still 
cheaper to use new material than it 
is recycle. According to statistics 
we recycle only 19 percent of all 
w astepaper, 
18 
percent 
of 
aluminum, five percent of glass 
and four percent of textiles. 
And instead of recycling more 
and more of our wastes we are 
recycling less and less, according 
to reports. And this is not likely to 
change until 
the governm ent 
changes a number of its policies 
which includes freight rates that 
favor the use of virgin materials. 
Tile government will have to offer 
some form of tax incentives to 
business not only for new recycling
